They arc showing farmers and wage wooers 
how to do business. They arc systemixing prwluction and distribnnon. 
They are using machinerv P. advantage, and. ivmemUT, the full use of 
madiinery can only be bad by organixalion and system. The more 
complete tie organization the better will tnarliliierv perform its service. 
THE MACHINE IS A SOriAI. IN'STlTt'TlON'. and .'tocialism 
propo.ses the eompletfwt possible organization ^f tliesc^ social forces in 
the interest of the useful citiicnship. 

For this social service the trusts are charging their own price. 
Fanner, and wage worker* are not paying enough attention to their side 
of this social contrart. They are producing abundantly, hut they leave 
the entire management of the hu-sincss, partleularly the. i!.;*■'portation

A Question in Marx.

Editor Herald: In your isiue dat¬ 
ed May 13th Lncien Saniel says thail 
my question “Who p.iid the S/-?" 
“aru.»r from an erroneous eancepti'm 
of the law'-ot asduin ge v alue." anil 
proceeds to make ertmment on "the 
fundamental law of exchange lalue 
as conceived by .ishplant" with 
some notes on my "fundamental 
miscanrrption." Any reader of the 
“Herald" who will compare niy let¬ 
ter published in issue dated Marcli 
2oth, with Sanial's comments pub¬ 
lished in issue dated .May 13th, w ill, 

I think, realize, that my opponent 
evades the point, and misrepresents 
my position on the matter of ex¬ 
change valne in order to provide 
some material for himself to thrash 
at in the ahsenoe of sound argument 
oppoiu-d to the actual position taken 
bv myself on March 25lh. The con¬ 
cluding paragraph of my letter of 
March 25th rfiows beyond dispute 
that I am well aware of the distinc¬ 
tion between cost and value, as made 
by Marx, and I asked my question in 
recognition of that distinction; I 
pointed out that Marx by his own 
reasoning and preceding treatment 
of the context was presenting an il- 
Instration (on page 109 Humboldt 
edition “Capital") in which the 
capitalist clasa was confronting the 
working class in a traasacHon in¬ 
tended to bo a tnical illustration of 
the genesis of capital (surplus 
value). I showed by reference to 
pages 76 to 82 of ‘‘Capital’’ that 
Marx’s definition of surplus value or 
rapital is, to quote his own words as 
given on page 79 (Ilumbodlt edi¬ 
tion) — “more money withdrawn 
from circulation at the finish than 
was thrown into U al the start." — 
"This incremeiU or excess over ori¬ 
ginal value I aaO surplus value." — 
"It is this movimenl that converts 
it into capital." 

I furtlier pointed out that my 
question, “Wu) paid the 3/-?” 
which on page 109 (Humboldt 
'Capital”) ia rMliz(‘d by the capital¬ 
ist class as profit in the shape of a 
snm ot monw witlidrawn from cir¬ 
culation (30/-) in excess of the snm 
of money (27/-) thrown into cir- 
cnlation in the manufacture of the 
commodity yam, arose'from (for 
one reason among others) the fol¬ 
lowing situation, viz.:

Readers of the ‘’Herald” who have 
lieen interested enough to follow 
closely this correspondence between 
Saniid and myself innst have nobced [ 
that my opponent wholly ignored 
my letter of March 25th and chose 
to play ujwin a misrepresentation of 
my position re exchange value in 
preference to meeting the issue rais¬ 
ed in the form presented by—not 
.Ashplant, but by Karl Marx him¬ 
self. I am not disputing the fact 
that capital is a product of social 
labor; I would certainly dispute the 
statement that capital is a product 
of wage paid common labor; what I 
am wanting to get at is a satisfac¬ 
tory demonstration that Marx is cor¬ 
rect in his reasoning that capital is 
not acquired by selling commodities 
above their value. I am not at this 
point going to say definitely what 
my own convictiona are, I will simp¬ 
ly say at present that I am not enn- 
vineed by Sanial’s letter that Marx 
ia correct in his treatment of this 
subject; on* reason being, apart 
from what is to me an inconsistency 
in Marx’s, work, that in practical 
oommereial experience I do not 
think Marx is sustained by the facts. 
It mnst not be forgotten that Marx’s 
specialty is not to show tho fact that 
labor is robbed, but to show the 
'way," tlic "modus oprrandi" of the 
process; let no reader of tlie “Her¬ 
ald” imagine that 1 dispnt' the fact 
tliat labor is mbhrd. and grossly 
robbed. 1 simply challenge the cor¬ 
rectness of the Alarxian exposition 
of tlie “modus operandi,” and Com¬ 
rade Ranial sustains the Marxian 
analysis.
